bition had prevailed, he went home to sleep 
and dream about living a better life. 

The wh: lesale houses were busy as well as 
the retail houses, but the wholesale men were 
selling by the galion only or by the bottle. All 
day long these houses were filling and send- 
ing out orders. A gentleman who rarely ever 
touched adrop of liquor would see men walk- 
ing by, Swinging a demijohn in his hand, and 
then impelled by a feeling he could not ex- 
plain he woald walk inte a wholesale house 
and order a gallon ora quart or a pint sent 
home. Ladies too, gave their orders, and 
at one time yesterday a half-dozen 
of the best ladies in Atlanta were in one of 
the leading wholesale houses buying wines 
and liqnor. ; 

“For,” said one, “we must have it,@do.” 

“Yes, it is a geod thing to have in ‘the fam- 
ily,” said the attendant. 

“A thing we must have. A little. brandy 
seasons many a dish that would not be good 
without it, while wines are necessary, too.”’

The saloon men took the last day as a fine 
opportunity to work off their mean’ stock, 
and they did it successfully. Atlanta has 
never had as mean liquor and as much of it 
as Within the past week. The meanest, vilest 
truck that wa; ever stilled was sold for good 
whisky, and this morning many a headache 
will testify to the quaiity of theliquor. One 
example will show the truth of the state- 
ment. 

One of the leading saloons of the city has 
been famous fer its fine corm whtsky, and 
among the patrons of that saloon was 
a Capitol avenue citizen who never 
drank anything but the corn whisky. 

. Yesterday about noon he entered the saloon. 
He bad a five gallon demijohn in his hand 
and placing it on the counter said: 

“Got any that good corn liquor yet?” 

Yes,” said the saloonist. “How much do 
you want?’ 

“Five gallons,” was the answer. 

“Well, don’t know whether Iv’e got that 
much or not but I ” 

“Alright, give me what you’ve got, ‘cause 
Put it up till I get back,” said the 
gentleman, as he walked out, 

There were several gentlemen standing 
about and the saloonist picked up his keg of 
corn liquor and emptied every drep in the 
demijehn, but it was hardly half enough. 
ba saloonist then winked at the crowd and 
said:

Maher closed his Peachtree and his 
Broad street places about dark and after a 
life time spent in the liquor traffic abandoned 
it four hours before he was compelled to do so. 

Nally & Maher, on Whitehall, closed about 
nine.* About that hour a nogro man with an 
axe in hand walked ont the door and knocked 
down allthe signs. These were carried in- 
side. The gas was turned off and the doors 
—_ closed to open no more for two years at 
east. 

On Marietta and Decatur streets, ontside 
the heart of the city, the saloons closed as the 
trade fel! off. 

Kenny & Werner’s place on Marietta street, 
shut its doors at 11:30—a half hour befere . the 
time. The place had been crowded 4ll day 
and the attendants were tired, and for this 
reason the place was closed.

The Interviews with Bailiff’ Bryant and Kimboriy 
Abdoutthe Killing of Brown Causes New Fea- 
tures In the Case to be Brought Out— 
What the Officers Have to gay. 


“Yes, I killed him, and while Iam sorry I 
bad it to do, I don’t propose to be robbed and 
1.4 them give Mr. Chisolm the honor,” amiling- 
ly said Deputy Marshal McDonald yesterday 
morning, ashe finished reading the Consrr- 
TUTION’s interviews with Bailiff Bryant and 
Kimberly. 

Both men were firm in their belief that 
McDonald did not kill Brown, but that it was 
done by Deputy Colle®tor Chisolm. 

The evidence adduced ai the coroner’s in- 
quest was that McDonald did the shooting, 
and no one else shot. McDonald swore posi- 
tively that he fired the only two shots, and 
was Willitig to take the chances, claiming that 
he did it in self-defense, and that it was done 
after Brown had struck him with a rock and 
threatened to kill him. There was no evi- 
dence whatever against either Mr. Colquitt or 
Mr. Chisolm. McDonald’s sworn evidence 
was: 

“I saw Brown near the barrels at the still. 
He looked at me and said: ‘——- —— you 

I AM GOING TO KILL You,” 

He then threw a rock at me and missed me 
I step ped up a step and he threw and hit me, 
turning me around. He repeated the oath 
and threw again, and I shot. Just as I fired, 
Overton ran by me and said, “We'll kill him,” 
and I fired again. 


Yesterday a CONSTITUTION man met 
Special Agent Colquitt, and in answer to a 
question, said: 

“It is ridiculous for those people to talk 
about Mr. Chislom shooting either Brown or 
Overton. 

HIS PISTOL WAS NOT FIRED. 

It was shown to myself and Overton a short 
time after the shooting took place. It was 
fuily three minutes after it occurred before 
Chisoim went on top of the hill. Mr. Chisolm 
did not shoot, and if the people had any such 
evidence why did they not bring it out at the 
coroner’s inquest? The thing is too thin.”

“This msn Kimberly,” said Revenne Agent 
Chapman, “has taken a very active interest 
in the matter, and I would like for you to 
say that it is understood that he has a brother 
who married Brown’s sister. This may ac- 
count for it to some extent.”’ 

“Or he wanted to get his fees as bailiff out 
of it,” chimed in an officer. 

It was freely discussed in the department 
that Bailiff Kimberly had farnished meal for 
the distillery, and itis more than probable 
that the charge will be investigated. 

“The warrant against Mr. Chisolm amonnts 
to nothing,’’ said a geutleman who heard the 
evidence and knows the facts, ‘‘and if I were 
Mr. Chisolm I think I would prosecute some- 
body for malicious prosecution.

DUN & CO.’S IDEA. 


What the Mercantile Agency Thinks of the 
Present Business Situation. 


R.G. Dun & Co,’s mercantile agency has 
given the present business situation a careful 
study, and spend their optnion in their July num- 
ber. 

The opinion is: 

It is seldom in the history of theinternal trade of 
the country that there have been encountered cir- 
cumstances more adverse than those which have 
existed within the last few months. The labor 
troubles, which have extended over such a wide 
area, and affecting interests so diverse, were de- 
structive of confidence. Aside from the restricted 
volume of business which such a state of things 
naturally brought about,:> the apprehension and 
uncertainty resultin almost paralyzed enterprise 
in many sections, an ‘gave such a shock to capital 
as to render its free enjoyment impossible. The 
miracle is, that, with conditions so adverse, the 
trade of the country was as well maintained as it 
bas been, and that failures and disasters generally 
were not much more numerous. On the contrary. 
nota few close observers feel that substantial 
progress has been made within the past six 
months, because the extentand character of an 
impending evil bas been weighed and 
measured. Te contest between labor 
and capital, which seemed inevitable, becaut%e ofthe 
vast and complex labor organization, has demon- 
strated that in its worst form it is not so great a 
calamity as was at one time feared; hence, there 
is a sente of relief in the minds of merchants, 
bankers and capitalists that, notwithstanding the 
events of the past six months, the worst that could 
be expected from these conditions has happened, 
and that for the future there is a much better aad 
clearer prospect, for the commerce of the country. 
It shows how solid are the foundations of the 
business . fabric, that shocks 80 #sevVere 
could be borne with so little damage. It is 
true that little or no money has been made in 
many sections of the penny: and notwithstanding 
the extremely favorable opening of the season, 
and the steady increase in the volume of business 
in the last few weeks, the results, so far as profits 
are concerned, are not at all satis factory. Bat the 
air is a great deal clearer than it was six months 
ago, and, confidence is so far restored thatthe 
anutoinn season is now looked forward to as likely 
to yield very liberal returns in trade and banking 
cireles. Priees have adjusted themselvés very 
generally to an altered standard’ of values, and, 
though competition is still excessive, there is a 
good eye fur a fair return from an increased 
volume of trade, which may, with reason, now i 
expected. Another circumstance contributin 
a return of confidence in monetary circles, is he 
steady improyement in the railroad situation. 
Returns indicate, not only an increased tonnage, 
but at rates far in excess of those prevailing a year 
a ©. The war between the Bam i corporations, 

ich was to destructive of values, has well nigh 
conned, and the vast capital invested in this means 
of communication is li ely to earna fair return, 
with consequences of great importance to the 
genera] trade of the country. Not the least impor. 
tant influence inuring toward a stead 
improvement in business affairs : 
the continued low rate of interest 
which prevails. The expectation that a higher 
rate would ensue when business became ouce 
more active has been wore wt nrg and it is now al. 
mort universally conceded that 4 or 5 per cent is 
as likely to be @ permanent rule, as 6 or 7 per cent 
was tbe current rate a few yearsago. The result 
of this reduction in the porte < of money is likely to 
be very marked, because trade can be done, and 
gre reat enterprises carried forward, at a cost so mach 
essthban under former conditions, that a much 
better prospect Ne for the future. Therefore a

Comptroller Generai—‘I don’t think, under 
the circumstances which surround the case, 
that I can either receive the taxes or issue the 
license. I understand thata. bill has been 
filed in the superior court, at. Macon, praying 
for the appointment ofa receiver, and I do 
not think it proper to grant your request in 
view of this and other complications.” 

ADVICE FROM THE ATTORNEY GENERAL. 

Agent—' Would you object to referring the 
whole matter to Attorney General Anderson?” 

Comptroller General—‘‘No, I wonld not, bat 
I do not see that anything would be gained by 
doing so. The attorney general has refased 
upon former oceasions to advise me relative to 
the affairs of the company, because he was at 
one time its attorney, I think he will decline 
to do so now. 

Agent—“Well, I wish you would write and 
ask. his advice, anyhow.”
